Ernest Uamilton Sharp, 0.B-E., 
K.C., B.C.L., MLA., was educated at 
Lincoln College, Oxford, to which his 
only son bag just beco admitted. 
Called to the Bur, Inner Temple, in 
1401, Mr. Sharp: practised in the 
Midland C.rcuit until 1864 when he 
came to Hongkong. Four yrars later 
he married Miss Sarah Cuntiffe, 
daughter of Mr. Roger Cunlifie, of 
Tunbridge Wells. As o barrister he 
practised at the Hongkong Supreme 
Court until 1906 during which period 
he wasussociated with many important 
actions and was twice acting Attorney- 
General, once iu 1902 and again in 
1905. From 1906 to 1913 Mr. Sharp 
practised at home before the Privy 
Council. He returned to Hongkong 
in the latter part of 1913. During 
the war be did auch valuable service 
in the Colony as Chairman of the 
War Charities Executive Committee 
from 1915 to 1918; Chairman of the 
Military Service Commission in 1917; 
Chairman of the Generel Military 
Servic: Tribunal the following year. 
In 1920 he was appointed Chairman 
of the Commission of [nguisy into the 
finances of the Hongkong University. 
The recommendations of this Commis- 
sion resulted in important changes and 
led toa more satisfactory position of 
the institution. In recognition of this 
service he was on January {) this year 
created LL.D. honoris causa: It will 
be remembered that the Registrar of 
the University, Dr, N. Teesdale 
Mackintosh, had to read his speech for 
him owing to ill health.

A USEFUL INNOVATION, 

Standing aloof on an isclated section 
of the Kai Tak J.and Company's 
holding at Kowloon Bay is a small, 
equare, cemont edifice which looks 
something like 8 miniature German 
“pillbox.” But. it lias nothing Lo du 
with destruction. Just the apposite, 
for it represent> the lites, develop- 
ment in the field of building con. 
struction and is something which 
should mean much tor Hongkong. 
Old Kowloon City just across the 
road, with ita hoary old fragments of 
Chinese architecture, forma a hack- 
ground which heightens the impree- 
sion of progress which inspection of 
this unique little structure reveuls. 

Seen in its early stages it resembled 
a bit of Meceano work on # inagnified 
scale. It appeared (o consist of 
nothing more than plaster boards 
clamped to light steal studs with thin 
iron clips and that ie all it was, For 
that is the principle of the “Simplex” 
system of partition and ceiling 
costruction to demonstrate the utility 
of which this small building at Kai 
Tak has been erected.
